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THE   BUILDING   PROGAMME 

The  largest  building  programme  in  the  history 
of  the  church  is  now  under  way  according  to  the 
Church  Building  Committee.  During  the  rest  of 
1960  there  will  be  800  chapels  either  dedicated, 
under  construction,  or  approved  by  the  First 
Presidency.  Plans  for  construction  in  the  following 
countries  are  included.  The  United  States,  Canada, 
Mexico,  South  America,  Hawaii,  Europe,  South 
Africa,  and  the  Far  East.  A  labour  missionary 
force  is  being  called  in  Europe  to  help  with  the 
programme.  It  is  planned  that  the  branches  will  be 
able  to  furnish  20%  of  the  total  costs  by  supply- 
ing donated  labour. 

NEW  INFORMATION  BUREAU 

The  new  Bureau  of  Information  at  the  Hill 
Cumorah  was  completed  recently,  at  a  cost  of 
$96,000.  It  will  be  used  as  a  headquarters  for  the 
radio,  TV,  and  newsaper  coverage  that  the  annual 
pageant  "New  Witness  for  Christ  in  America." 
receives  each  year.  An  attendance  of  over  100,000 
is  expected  this  year.

No  one  can 
fulfill  the  measure  of  their  crea- 
tion unless  they  love  and  are 
loved.  Love  is  a  dynamic  force 
and  has  unlimited  powers  of 
creativity.  We  ourselves  are 
fashioned  to  conform  to  that 
which  we  love.  If  we  love  worldly 
thing's  we  become  worldly.  If  we 
love  rignteouness  we  become  more 
righteous. 

Love  then  is  one  of  the  greatest 
principles  affecting  the  develop- 
ment and  progress  cf  the  human 
soul.  Here  we  see  the  correlation 
between  the  Lord's  commandment 
to  love: 

"A  new  commandment  I  give 
unto  you,  that  ye  love  one 
another;  as  I  have  loved  you,  that 
ye  also  love  one  another." 

(John   13:34) 
And   to   be   perfect: 

"Be  ye  therefore  perfect,  even 
as  your  Father  which  is  in  Heaven 
is  perfect."  (Matt.  5:48) 

Love  is  the  power  that  perfects. 

One  of  the  great  tragedies  of 
life  is  that  much  love  is  miss-pent, 
misused  and  wasted.  Examples  of 
this  are  found  in  the  love  of 
unrighteousness  and  the  love  of 
foolish  things  which  is  so  pre- 
valent in  the  world.

ff^HEMES  such  as  this  one.  which  the  M.I. A.  has  brought  forth  this  year 
■*•  have  proved  most  uplifting  in  raising  the  standards  and  ideals  of 
people. 

This  theme,  and  council  which  Jesus  presented  to  his  disciples 
impressed  on  them  just  how  to  obtain  the  truth  and  what  the  results  and 
blessings  would  be  if  they  did  this  and  were  faithful  in  His  Word. 

I  would  like  to  tell  you  a  story  of  a  spy  who  was  captured  and 
sentenced  to  death  by  a  general  in  the  Persian  Army.  As  the  moment  of 
execution  drew  near,  the  general  sent  for  the  prisoner  to  have  a  short  final 
interview  with  him.  The  purpose  of  this  interview  was  to  allow  the  prisoner 
a  choice,  given  to  all  condemned  prisoners,  and  that  was  to  either  face  the 
"firing  spuad"  or  to  pass  through  the  "Black  Door." 

The  prisoner  hesitated  and  then  made  his  choice,  which  was  that  of 
the  firing  squad. 

Shortly  after  this,  a  volley  of  shots  in  the  courtyard  announced  that 
the  grim  sentence  had  been  fulfilled.  - 

The  general  whow  as  staring  at  his  boots,  turned  to  his  aid©  and  said, 
"You  see  how  it  isw  ith  all  men.  They  are  afraid  of  the  undefined,  and 
prefer  the  known  way  to  the  unknown.  And  yet  I  gave  him  his  choice." 

"What  lies  beyond  the  Black  Door?"  asked  the  aide. 

"Freedom!"  replied  the  general,  "  and  I  have  known  only  a  few  men 
brave  enough  to  take  it." 

If  that  prisoner  had  known  the  truth  about  that  "Black  Door'V,  he 
would  have  been  free.  So,  we  see  that  not  only  the  knowledge  of  truth 
is  required,  but  action — a  continuing  in  "The  Word." 

Jesus  based  His  promise  of  freedom  on  those  first  few  words,  "  .*.  .  If 
ye  continue  in  my  word"  and  then  the  result  would  be  that  we  would  truly 
be  His  disciples. 

Truth  is  a  doorway.  We  must  open  this  narrow  way  through  our  own 
effort  and  action  and  then  we  can  continue  on  to  fredom. 

This  freedom  which  Jesus  promises  us;  just  what  does  it  free  us 
from?  We  are  not  slaves  or  in  bondage — or  are  we?  Jesus  said,  "He  who 
committeth  sin  is  the  servant  of  sin."  So  we  are  in  bondage,  and  need  to 
have  this  freedom. 

To  the  prisoner  who  made  the  choice,  knowing  the  truth  meant  the 
saving  of  his  mortal  life.  To  us  it  will  mean  the  saving  of  our  spiritual 
life,  our  eternal  life. 

We  see  then  that  freedom  must  be  obtained  through  acting  upon  what 
we  know  is  right  and  not  being  afraid  of  the  consequences.

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THE  CALLING  OF  A

Antoinc  R.  Ivins 
of  the  First  Council  of  the  Seventy 
A  N  appeal  was  made  last 
**■  evening  for  a  great  number  of 
missionaries,  a  great  increase  in  the 
number  of  missionaries  in  the 
Church.  It  just  hapepns  that  I  have 
been  on  that  missionary  committee 
since  coming  into  the  First  Council 
and  realize  the  need  of  it.  We  have 
twenty  thousand  men  in  this 
Church  .  .  .  more  than  twenty 
thousand,  I  believe,  every  one  of 
them  committed  to  the  proclama- 
tion of  the  restored  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ.  Every  one  of  them  should 
be  qualified  for  that  particular 
purpose.  And  what  should  he  be 
willing  to  do?  Every  one  of  them 
and  every  son  that  he  should  rear 
with  the  prospect  of  becoming  a 
missionary,  should  be  able  to  testify 
that  he  know  that  God  and  Christ 
are  Personal  Beings,  a  testimony 
which  I  have  often  said,  came  back 
to  the  world  through  the  vision  that 
was  first  given  to  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith.  He  must  be  able  to  testify 
that  through  experience  he  knows 
that  God  lives,  that  Jesus  Christ  is 
his  Son.  He  must  evince  a  faith 
that  will  impel  him  to  respond  to 
every  legitimate  call  that  may  be 
made  of  him  by  proper  leadership 
in  the  Church. 

It  happens,  however,  that  many 
have  family  responsibilities  and 
their  only  opportunity  to  respond  to 
this  particular  mission,  is  in  the 
stakes  of  Zion,  a  mission  which  is 
equally  important  with  those  in 
foreign  fields.  It  does  not  require 
the  same  time,  it  does  not  require 
the  same  loss  of  income.  There  are 
many  things  that  are  advantageous 
to  is,  as  compared  to  the  other,  if 
you  want  to  call  it  an  advantage 
to  avoid  these  responsibilities.  But  it 
is  an  important  mission  because  no 
man  can  say  that  convert  in  a  stake 
is  not  as  important  as  a  convert  in 
any  foreign  mission  which  you 
might  name.  But  the  fact  is,  that  we 


expect  that  type  of  service  of  them, 
one  way  or  another.  We  expect 
every  one  of  them  to  live  in  such  a 
way  that  his  growing  children  may 
grow  up  with  faith  in  Jesus  Christ 
as  the  Son  of  God,  and  with  an 
aspiration  and  an  ambition  some- 
day to  be  able  to  declare  it  to  people 
who  have  not  yet  come  to  under- 
stand it  and  have  the  glorious 
privilege  of  mebership  in  the 
Church. 

I  wonder  how  well  the  seventies 
do  it.  I  wonder  how  well  the  elders 
do  it,  because  it  is  also  their 
problem.  I  wonder  how  well  the 
high  priests  do  it.  how  well  they 
indoctrinate  into  the  hearts  and 
minds  of  their  growing  children  the 
testimony  that  Jesus  Crist  is  the  Son 
of  God,  that  he  is  our  Elder 
Brother,  and  that  they  live,  that  they 
hear  and  answer  prayers,  and  that 
this  great  work  came  into  existence 
because  God  and  Christ  did  appear 
to  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith, 
because  under  their  mandate  other 
beings  who  had  lived  upon  this 
earth,  as  resurrected  beings  I 
suppose,  celestialized,  whatever  you 
call  it — came  back  to  the  earth  and 
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bestowed  the  priesthood  upon  Joseph 
and  Oliver,  and  with  that  authoriza- 
tion and  under  direct  inspiration 
from  God,  our  Heavenly  Father, 
there  was  brought  to  control  the  use 
of  the  privileges  of  the  priesthood 
in  the  ordinances  that  are  essential 
to  exaltation  in  the  kingdom  of 
God. 

Every  boy  who  expects  to  go  on 
a  mission,  every  boy  or  girl  who 
aspires  to  a  mission,  should,  through 
the  way  he  lives  and  through  his 
study  and  his  faith  and  prayer,  come 
to  a  position  so  that  he  can  testify 
to  those  things  before  he  goes  into 
the  mission  field. 

Now,  brethren  and  sisters,  that  is 
not  our  happy  experience  always,  as 
directors  of  this  great  missionary 
work.  Too  often,  experienced, 
almost  unconverted  young  people 
respond  to  our  suggestion.  It  is 
almost  that  they  fail  to  get  that 
testimony,  once  they  get  into  the 
mission  field  and  devote  themselves 
to  the  work.  But  cannot  you 
imagine  that  if  that  testimony  were 
implanted  in  their  hearts  as  grow- 
ing young  people,  that  their  lives 
would  be  different,  so  that  they 
would  always  be  entitled  to  the 
Spirit  of  God  to  guide  them  and 
direct  them,  to  help  them  in  their 
studies  and  preparation  for  this 
great  work.  Is  there  anything  greater 
that  people  can  do  than  to  offer 
others  the  opportunity  of  member- 
ship in  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints,  and  thereby 
give  them  the  privilege  of  earning 
an  exaltation  in  the  kingdom  of 
God?  I  think  that  is  the  greatest 
blessing  that  anybody  can  ever  offer 
to  people. 

But  the  great  thing  that  has  come 
out.  or  one  of  the  great  things  that 
has  come  out,  of  the  interviews 
that  we  have  had  with  the  mission 
presidents  over  the  last  few  days,  is 
the  fact  that  some  of  these  young 
people  have  not  been  so  taught  and 
they  have  to  learn  it  under  the 
direction  of  the  mission  presidents. 
It  becomes  a  grave  responsibility  for 
a  mission  president  to  have  to 
implant  into  the  soul  and  heart  of 
a  young  man  the  testimony  that 
should   have   been   placed   there   by 


his  father  by  his  own  faith  and 
prayer  and  service  to  the  Church. 

Now,  if  we  could  just  realize 
this,  brethren  and  sisters,  if  we 
could  realize  when  these  tots  are 
growing  up,  that  care  in  the  way  we 
live,  care  in  the  things  we  do,  care 
in  the  things  we  teach  them,  can  so 
build  into  their  consciousness  a 
testimony  of  the  truth,  that  at 
maturity  they  will  have  been  able 
to  go  through  all  of  the  trials  of 
adolescence  and  come  out  un- 
scathed. That  is  the  objective, 
brethren  and  sisters,  of  this  great 
work — one  of  them. 

And  as  fathers  of  this  growing 
generation,  and  as  mothers,  we  have 
that  responsibility,  brethren  and 
sisters,  to  prepare  these  young 
people  for  that  serivce,  because 
that  is  one  of  the  three  major 
purposes  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  and  I 
am  not  here  to  tell  you  which  is 
most  important — the  work  for  the 
living  members  of  the  Church,  the 
work  of  our  dead  ancestors,  or  the 
effort  to  give  this  great  opportunity 
to  people  who  have  not  yet  under- 
stood it.  They  are  three  major 
purposes  of  the  Church,  but  it  does 
not  matter  which  one  of  those  fields 
you  aim  at,  the  problem  is  to 
implant  into  the  hearts  of  those 
youngsters  whom  you  have  brought 
into  this  world,  a  testimony  that 
will  make  their  lives  as  near  perfect 
as  possible,  and  their  service  to 
their  fellows  a  tremendous  and 
wonderful  one. 

May  God  bless  and  help  us,  I 
pray,  doing  it  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ.  Amen.

He  that  hath  clean  hands  and  a  pure  heart,  who 
hath  not  lifted  up  his  soul  unto  vanity,  nor  sworn  deceitfully.  He  shall 
receive  the  blessings  from  the  Lord,  and  righteousness  from  the  God  of 
his  salvation." 

The  answer  to  this  query  of  the  Psalmist  lies  with  those  who  have 
strength — strength  of  mind,  purity  of  heart  and  cleanliness  of  body,  and 
who,  having  these  can,  say:  "My  strength  is  as  the  strength  of  ten  when 
my  h^art  is  pure." 

The  General  Authorities  have  repeatedly  said  how  precious  the  youth 
of  the  Church  are  to  them  and  how  much  they  want  us  to  attain  true 
happiness.  Are  we  happy?  Do  we  want  to  be  really  happy?  I'm  sure  that 
it  is  the  desire  of  each  and  evervone  of  us  to  find  true  happiness,  so  we 
must  therefore  start  today — NOW  is  important! 

True  happiness  is  a  life-time  project,  taking  effort  and  energy  to 
achieve,  for  there  are  no  short  cuts.  The  price  is  a  clean  life,  spiritually, 
mentally,  morally  and  physically.  Is  this  too  great  a  price  to  pay  for  eternal 
happiness?  How  we  act  now  will  determine  the  place  we  will  accupy  in  the 
Kingdom  of  our  Father  in,  Heaven  throughout  eternity. 

These  bodies  that  we  are  born  with  are  the  only  bodies  that  we  will 
ever  have,  so  we  should  therefore  not  mar  them  in  any  way.  Paul  states 
something  to  this  effect  in  his  epistle  to  the  Corinthians  when  he  said: 
"Know  ye  not  that  ye  are  the  temple  of  God  and  the  spirit  of  God  dwelleth 
in  you?  If  any  man  defile  the  temple  of  God,  him  will  God  destroy,  for 
the  temple  of  God  is  holy,  which  temple  ye  are." 

In  choosing  our  friends,  we  should  choose  those  who  belong  to  the 
Church,  those  who  are  strong  and  will  subsequently  help  us  to  be 
stronger — those  whom  we  respect  and  who  will  respect  us. 

And  then  when  the  time  comes  for  us  to  choose  a  mate,  let  us  choose 
someone  whom  we  will  be  able  to  marry  in  the  temple.  Don't  settle  for 
anything  less,  for  that  is  not  what  our  Father  in  Heaven  wishes  us  to  do. 
The  temple  is  the  gateway  to  exaltation  in  the  celestial  kingdom  and  only 
by  keeping  ourselves  clean  and  going  there  and  living  up  to  the  covenants 
we  make,  do  we  merit  this  great  blessing  of  celestial  glory. 

Remember  that  where  we  will  be  throughout  eternity  depends  upon 
what  we  do  today.  Let  us  be  clean  in  thought,  word  and  deed  and  true 
happiness  will  be  ours. 

It  is  our  sincere  prayer  that  our  Father  in  Heaven  may  strengthen 
each  and  evervone  of  us  that  we  may  reach  this  goal  of  happiness.  Let  us 
adopt  our  creed,  "My  strength  is  as  the  strength  of  ten  when  my  heart 
is  pure." —

4  S  President  David  O.  McKay  broke  the  ground  for  the  British  Temple 
-^  in  1955  a  dream  of  the  members  of  the  British  Isles  and  Europe  was 
realized.  This  was  a  memorable  day  in  the  history  of  the  British  People, 
with  greater  blessings  on  the  day  of  dedication  in    1958.  The  Swiss  and 
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New  Zealand  Temples  came  as  a  great  fulfillment,  but  for  the  South 
African  Saints  it  meant  much  more!  This  sacred  edifice  was  now  within 
6,000  miles  of  their  homeland.  And  travel  and  transport  arc  steadily  coming 
within  the  reach  and  scope  of  everyone's  time  and  means. 

In  the  hearts  of  the  South  African  Saints  is  the  burning  desire  to  go 
to  this  Holy  House  of  God  and  participate  in  the  blessings  of  the  Ever- 
lasting Covenant. 

But  there  are  certain  requirements  to  be  met  before  a  member  can 
be  admitted  to  the  temple.  We  are  required  to  lead  clean,  chaste  lives. 
Keep  the  Lord's  Day  holy,  and  honour  the  Priesthood  of  God.  We  also 
must  be  in  full  fellowship  in  the  church,  with  God  and  our  fellow  men. 

Then  with  ourselves  in  order  we  can  prepare  to  do  the  work  for  our 
dead,  so  that  they  with  us  can  be  made  perfect.  But  since  the  Lord's  house 
is  a  house  of  order  wem  ust  go  about  searching  out  our  ancestors  in  a 
systematic  way.  Each  person  that  in  the  Temple  must  be  known  and 
definitely  identified.  This  means  that  genealogical  research  information 
must  be  accurate.  Such  things  as  names,  dates  and  places  will  have  to  be 
checked  and  rechecked.  You  will  have  to  go  to  family  histories,  family 
pedigree  books,  Bibles,  church  records,  government  records,  etc. 

All  this  may  often  appear  disheartening  and  disappointing,  but  prayers, 
perseverence  and  patience  will  surmount  these  obstacles.  Ask  for  the  aid 
of  your  Genealogical  Branch  Committees  and  supervisors,  and  enlist  the 
interest  of  your  relatives.  Have  within  your  hearts  a  prayerful  approach 
and  the  Lord  will  bless  your  labours.  For  He  has  promised  that  through 
Elijah  the  Prophet,  he  would:  "Turn  the  hearts  of  the  fathers  to  the  children 
and  the  hearts  of  the  children  to  the  fathers."  (Malachi  4:6) 


The  Lord  has  charged  the  Church  with  the  responsibility  of  spreading 
principals  of  the  gospel  among  the  nations  of  the  world,  difficulties  should 
be  no  problem. 

It  is  the  difficulties  of  this  world  that  gives  us  opportunity  to  become 
perfect.

President  David  O.  McKay  has  been  called,  and  is  literally,  the 
Father  of  the  Modern  Sunday  School.  The  master  teacher  and  Sunday 
School  designer  he  is,  repeatedly  advocated  the  use  of  the  INSTRUCTOR 
by  each  person  working  in  any  capacity  of  the  Sunday  School  ...  in  fact, 
by  everyone  who  teaches  in  the  Church  and  in  the  home. 

Read  Dr.  Hill's  article.  It  will  inspire  you  and  give  greater  insight 
into  the  Sunday  School  programme.  It  stresses  the  importance  of  this  great 
work  and  the  need  for  more  refinement  in  organization  and  more 
spirituality  in  our  teaching. 

Effective  use  of  the  INSTRUCTOR  by  all  Sunday  School  workers  will 
greatly  assist  and  help  in  the  building  of  His  Kingdom  through  establishing 
more  profound  testimonies  in  the  hearts  of  his  children.  You  have  a  great 
instrument— The  INSTRUCTOR— use  it! 

It  is  still  too  early  to  guage  the  results  of  the  INSTRUCTOR  Drive 
conducted  last  month.  But  the  first  reports  indicate  some  Sunday  Schools 
have  made  the  goal  of  100%  subscribers  of  all  officers  and  teachers.  Others 
report  an  increase  in  the  number  of  subscribers  both  among  the  officers 
and  teachers  of  the  Sunday  School  and  the  other  auxiliary  organizations 
of  the  branch. 

SPECIAL  PROGRAMMES:  Now  that  it  is  no  longer  practicable  to 
hold  special  Church-wide  Sunday  School  programmes  accupying  the  entire 
Sunday  School  period  wem  ust  be  more  precise  in  using  effectively  the 
shorter  period  which  is  available  for  the  programme.  This  change  of  policy 
effects  particularly  Easter  Programmes,  Mother's  Day,  and  Christmas 
programmes. 

The  General  Board  will  continue  to  prepare  special  suggested 
programmes  for  the  worship  service  of  the  Sunday  School.  It  will  occupy 
15  minutes  which  will  take  the  place  of  the  two  and  a  half  minute  talks 
and  song  practice  for  these  special  days.  Great  care  must  be  taken  to  keep 
these  programmes  within  the  time  allowed  for  the  usual  worship  service. 
The  time  to  commence  work  on  a  special  programme  is  two  months  in 
advance  in  the  Superintendent's  Council  Meeting.  Its  generally  recommended 
that  the  worship  service  alone  be  used  for  the  special  Sunday  programme.

"AS  for  me  and  my  house  we 
-^*-  will  serve  the  Lord."  Joshua 
the  soldier,  prophet  of  Israel  spoke 
those  words  centuries  ago  to  the 
assembled  hosts  of  Israel,  and  gave 
them  the  charge;  to  serve  the  Lord. 
So  it  is  today  the  people  who  come 
into  this  Church  through  the  waters 
of  baptism.  They  promise  to  God; 
not  man  that  they  will  obey  the 
commandments  that  he  has  given  us 
through  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith. 
Yet  too  many  people  take  these 
covenants  lightly.  They  return  to  the 
old  patterns  of  their  lives  forgetting 
that  when  they  came  out  of  the 
waters  of  baptism  they  came  forth 
to  a  new  life,  through  remission  of 
their  sins. 

If  these  people  were  truly  con- 
verted then  they  would  never  lower 
their  standards,  they  would  never 
accept  the  tempting  of  satan  when 
they  are  offered  tea,  coffee,  ciga- 
rettes and  alcohol  beverages.  They 
would  turn  aside  the  things  of  the 
world,  and  strive  for  the  lofty  things 
of  life. 

To  debase  ourselves  with  the 
very  things  that  we  have  promised 
to  abstain  from  is  like  the  parable 
of  the  man  who  was  possessed  of 
an  evil  pirit : 

When  the  unclean  spirit  is  gone 
out  of  a  man,  he  walkth  through 


dry  places,  seeking  rest;  and  find- 
ing none,  he  saith,  I  will  return 
unto  my  house  from  whence  I 
came  out. 

And  when  he  cometh,  he  findeth 
it  swept  and  garnished. 

Then  goeth  he,  and  taketh  to 
him  seven  other  spirits  more 
wicked  than  himself;  and  they 
enter  in,  and  dwell  there :  and 
the  last  state  of  that  man,  is  worse 
than  the  first  (Luke  11:24-26) 


We  defiile  ourselves  and  make  our 
repentance  and  progression  in  this 
life  stop  until  we  have  overcome 
the  thing  we  have  done.  But  some- 
times the  person  is  not  able  to 
overcome  the  temptations  once  he 
has  given  into  them.  They  drag  him 
further  and  further  down  until  at 
last  he  has  lost  his  opportunity  to 
repent  and  he  is  cast  off.  Should  we 
take  such  a  chance? 


Verily  no!  Avoid  the  very 
appearance  of  evil,  and  pray  always 
lest  you  fall  into  the  devil's  snare. 
What  price  temptation?  What  Price 
is  any  compromise  of  truth?  The 
loss  of  self  respect.  The  loss  of 
confidence  of  those  who  trusted  us, 
the  loss  of  all  that  we  should  hold 
dear.  And  perhaps  even  the  loss  of 
our  eternal  life.  FTT 
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XXIS  Church  is  established  among  men  in  western 
■*-*■  civilization,  "never  more  to  be  overthrown  or  given 
to  another  people."  That  Church  was  not  established  by 
man  nor  by  legislative  enactment;  but  by  the  Redeemer 
Himself.  It  is,  therefore,  His  Church-the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ,  destined  to  transform  the  lives  of  men  in  all  nations, 
and  eventually  to  link  together  in  the  endless  chain  of 
salvation  the  whole  human  race.  It  is  the  science  of  living, 
of  living  completely,  and  the  more  men  know  about  it,  the 
more  eager  they  become  to  declare  to  their  fellow  men 
its  Godlike  virtues.
